VA Confesses Difficulties 


Editor’s Note: The following statement 
has been received from the department of 
Public Relations of the Veterans Admin- 
istration. It is published herewith in its 
entirety. 


Feeling that a frank explanation is due 
the dentists of Illinois who are participat- 
ing in the Veterans Administration’s out- 
patient dental program, officials of the 
Chicago Branch Office #7 have volun- 
teered the following statement: 

For many months now, ever since the 
Veterans Administration launched its 
post World War II dental program, there 
have been flaws and faults that, to all 
appearances, defied logical explanation. 
During those months, many of you wrote 
our several offices requesting information, 
both for yourselves and for your veteran 
patients. In some instances, you either 
received no answers at all, or you received 
vague meaningless answers that you hesi- 
tated to pass on to your patients because 
they failed even to satisfy you and proved 
sources of embarrassment when you tried 
to repeat them. 

The time has now come to “remove 
the wraps” and translate the “official 
jargon” in order that the decks may be 
cleared and all of us start anew. This is 
absolutely necessary if we are to work as 
a team, you, the dentists of Illinois, and 
we, officials of the Veterans Administra- 


tion, to insure to the honorably dis- 
charged veterans of this State the dental 
service and treatment guaranteed to them 
by the Congressional representatives of a 
grateful nation. 

“Dental treatment second to none” is 
our goal, and we will not be satisfied until 
that goal is reached. YOU play a vital 
part in the approach to that goal. 

The plain facts of the case are these: 

1. At the outset of this program, no 
one anticipated the large number of den- 
tal claims that were later to be filed. Our 
offices were not geared to handle this 
volume of business, and, as a further 
consequence of this, 

2. There was not, until recently, suffi- 
cient funds available to finance this pro- 
gram. 

We, of the Veterans Administration, 
were enjoined by customs of the service 
from admitting to you or anyone else 
that, because of lack of funds and per- 
sonnel, we could not render this essential 
service to veterans. 

It was not until Tuesday, September 
23, 1947, that this condition became so 
pronounced that we felt we could no 
longer temporize, and that it was time 
we told you the facts. 

It was on that same evening of Tues- 
day, September 23, 1947, that our offi- 
cials, together with a Central Office 
representative, met with your officers in 
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the offices of your society in Chicago for 
the purpose of laying these facts before 
them. Your officers were also asked to 
assume, on your behalf, your proportion- 
ate share of responsibility for the success 
or failure of this program. To implement 
your sharing of this responsibility, they 
were asked for concrete suggestions which 
this Central Office official could carry 
back to his superiors in Washington. 

Principally among those suggestions 
were: 1. Make sufficient funds to finance 
this program in this area available at 
once. 2. Make additional assignments of 
personnel to the Dental Service of VA 
offices in this territory to process dental 
applications then pending. 

These suggestions were delivered in 
person to Central Office officials, and the 
response was both immediate and grati- 
fying. Additional funds were transmitted 
to the Chicago Branch Office within a 
matter of hours. These funds were, in 
turn, sub-allotted to Regional Offices 
within this area, and the big push was on. 

Today, and every day hereafter until 
the last dollar is spent or until the last 
pending application is authorized, which- 
ever occurs first, dental personnel in our 
Illinois Regional Office are working with 
heretofore unbelievable speed and zeal 
to transmit every veteran’s case, properly 
authorized, to you, the participating den- 
tists of Illinois. 

It is impossible for us to visit with 
each and every one of you to express our 
appreciation for your patience during the 
preceding months or for the loyalty and 
zeal which we know you will demonstrate 
during the trying months ahead. We 
know that what has been a backlog in 
our Regional Office may very well be- 
come a backlog in your own offices, for 
we are not unaware of the already heavy 
practices which most of you enjoy. 

But we have expressed these sentiments 
to your officers, and they, in turn, have 
expressed the belief that each of you will 
tackle this problem in your characteristic 
manner and that the veterans of Illinois 
will be cared for in your usual highly pro- 
ficient and professional manner. 

Allow us to say to each of you, through 
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the medium of your journal, that we are 
grateful. We are viewing the future with 
a degree of confidence fully equal to the 
degree of chagrin with which we view the 
months just past. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
PARTICIPATING DENTIST 


The Veterans Administration has 
adopted the policy that, where VA dental 
clinic service is not feasibly available, all 
veterans entitled to out-patient dental 
care at the expense of the VA have free 
choice of dentists participating in the 
program. 

The VA has approved the policy of 
appointing on a fee basis all ethically and 
professionally qualified dentists who wish 
to render dental service to veterans. The 
responsibility of the participating dentist 
does not end with his appointment. 
There are certain administrative pro- 
cedures required by law which, if consci- 
entiously followed, will expedite, not only 
treatment to the veteran, but payment to 
the participating dentist for professional 
services rendered. Major steps in this 
procedure are: 

1. When a veteran contacts you for 
information on how to obtain dental 
service through the VA program, advise 
the veteran to contact, either in person 
or by letter, the nearest VA office, and to 
furnish his full name and address, his 
service serial number, dates of enlistment 
and discharge, rank and organization at 
time of discharge, date of birth, and “C” 
number if known. 

2. When you receive an authorization 
for a dental examination by the referral 
of VA Form 10-2570, Dental Examina- 
tion, Treatment and Authorization Rec- 
ord, take immediate steps to advise the 
veteran as to the date and hour to report 
to your office for this examination. 

a. At such time as the veteran reports, 
detach copy 7 for use as a work sheet and 
as a permanent record in your file of your 
professional examination. At such time as 
your diagnosis has been completed, tran- 
scribe your findings (use indelible pencil

EDITORIAL 


“EVERYBODY BENEFITS WHEN EVERYBODY GIVES” 


Beginning this week, the annual Community Fund drive gets under way. 
The goal is high for it will take over $7,000,000 to finance the 192 health and 
welfare agencies in Chicago which constitute the so-called Red Feather agencies. 


The Chicago Dental Society is participating in the drive again this year 
through its Community Fund Committee headed by Jules LeGrand and Byron 
May, and with representatives in each of the Branches. Every member of the 
Society will be contacted and the Committee urges that contributions be held 
for the Society solicitor so that the Chicago Dental Society will receive the 
credit. 


It goes without saying that, even in days like these, the need is great. Trouble 
hits a horde of families every day in a city as large as Chicago. Homeless 
children need foster homes. Sick people must have clinics and hospitals and 
nursing care. The handicapped need employment training so that they can 
lead useful lives again. Active teen-age boys and girls need decent places to 
play. Toddlers whose mothers must work need nursery care. Old people need 
a place to live and someone to look after them. 


The dental profession in Chicago and its suburbs has never achieved a 
particularly good record in participation in community enterprises. It is hard 
for the laity to understand this. They know that most dentists make a far better 
than average living and yet when the chips are counted, theirs are not among 
them. The medical profession, on the other hand, is much more generous 
despite the fact that its members give their services to charitable institutions 
in far greater proportion than do the members of the dental profession. If 
every member of the Chicago Dental Society will do his part, even in a small 
way, our Society can earn a place in the front rank of participating organiza- 
tions where it rightfully belongs. “Everybody Benefits When Everybody Gives.” 


HEALTH SERVICE 


The Hospital Survey and Construction Act, passed by the 79th Congress, 
calls for grants-in-aid to States to the tune of $75,000,000 for four successive 
years for hospital construction. A companion bill, passed by the Illinois Legis- 
lature at its last session, appropriated over $4,000,000 for the current biennium, 
for the same purpose. This, at first glance, seems like a lot of money, but when 
one considers that it costs $1,500,000 to construct one 100 bed hospital and 
that Illinois is some 40,000 beds short of requirements—at second glance, it 
is merely a drop in the bucket. 


Of interest to the dental profession are the specifications in the federal Act 
that call for the installation of 2 chair dental units in all tuberculosis, mental 
and chronic disease hospitals constructed under the Act. This is a forward 
step and means that dentistry, at long last, has received recognition as an 
important health service. 
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Retrospection 


A Review of Our Disability Insurance Plan 


On September 5, 1945, your Board of 
Directors announced the endorsement of 
a broad plan of Accident and Sickness 
Insurance for the active members of this 
Society. Today, as we approach the com- 
pletion of two full and successful years of 
operation under this program, a recapitu- 
lation of how this program came into be- 
ing and what it has done for us is in 
order. 

The need of a disability insurance plan 
had been evident for quite some time, 
but a plan that would measure up to our 
requirements was not available until the 
summer of 1945. Prior to this time many 
policies issued by various companies had 
been studied not only by our Insurance 
Committee, but by competent legal, edu- 
cational, and insurance counsellors and 
advisors. None of the plans submitted 
fitted our specifications. The Standard 
Accident Insurance Company of Detroit, 
Michigan, presented their proposal which 
incorporated the vast majority of the 
salient features we were desirous of ob- 
taining and that program was endorsed 
and presented to the membership for 
adoption. 

During the initial enrollment period 
conducted in September and October, 
1945, the “need” of such a program was 
enthusiastically expressed as a “want” 
for over 55 per cent of the eligible mem- 
bers enrolled during this period. Since 
that time many others have applied for 
the coverage and the acceptance by the 
insurance company brings the participa- 
tion to date up to 70 per cent. 

Due to many requests for coverages 
that would extend the length of time for 
payments under weekly income and in- 
creased benefits for accidental death, 
dismemberment, and weekly income, two 
supplemental policies were prepared spe- 
cifically for our use by Huntington & 
Homer, Inc. The Michigan Life Insur- 
ance Company of Detroit, Michigan, 
underwrites these policies which allow all 
active members of our Society, who are 


insurable risks and subscribe to the offi. 
cial group plan as underwritten by the 
Standard Accident Insurance Company, 
the privilege of securing lifetime benefits 
and an additional principal sum up to 
$5,000.00 and additional weekly income 
in amounts of $25.00, $35.00, or $50.00 
per week. These supplemental policies 
contain the same broad benefits as are 
contained in the Standard policy, ic., 
non-cancellation, in force to age 70, etc. 

Claim payments have run well into six 
figures to date and there has not been one 
serious complaint relative to the amount 
paid or the manner in which the settle- 
ments were effected. Several members 
have been receiving payments since a few 
days after the plan went in force on No- 
vember 1, 1945, and are still being paid— 
many more have, and are, receiving their 
checks regularly for prolonged periods of 
disability and still more have derived the 
benefits for less severe, but nevertheless 
costly, accidents or illnesses. 

Since November 1, 1945, this plan has 
been closed to all members age 60 or 
over; those under age 60 showing satis- 
factory evidences of insurability have 
been admitted. New members and re- 
turning servicemen have always been 
granted the privilege to accept the plan 
regardless of physical conditions, pro- 
vided they made application within 60 
days of their membership, or within 60 
days of their return to active practice in 
the case of servicemen. If application is 
made after this 60 day period the insur- 
ability requirements are imposed. 

On July 30, 1947, all members not cur- 
rently insured in the program were ad- 
vised by the Secretary of the Society that 
the Board of Directors announced a 
change in the maximum age limit for 
acceptance into the plan. Effective No- 
vember 1, 1947, no member age 50 or 
over will be privileged to make applica- 
tion under any circumstances. This ac- 
tion was taken after careful consideration

or typewriter) on the face of the original 
VA Form 10-2570. Sign your name in the 
appropriate block in the heading of the 
form. Return the completed pocket of 
forms with x-rays to the VA office from 
which you received the authorization. 

3. Upon receipt of authorization for 
treatment as outlined on VA Form 1o- 
2570, Dental Examination, Treatment 
and Authorization Record (which has 
been revised), immediately advise the 
veteran as to date and hour to report 
to your office for initial appointment for 
treatment purposes. 

a. Atsuch time as the veteran reports, 
remove Copy 4 of VA Form 10-2570 
which should be used as a work sheet 
until such time as all authorized treat- 
ment is completed and further retain this 
copy in your file as your record of pro- 
fessional services rendered. 

b. Upon the completion of treatment, 
transcribe your record of services ren- 
dered (use indelible pencil or typewriter) 
on the face of the original VA Form 1o0- 
2570. Sign your name in the appropriate 
block in the heading of the form, and 
return the completed pocket of forms, 
with x-rays, to the VA office from which 
the authorization was received. 

NOTE: It is desired to emphasize that 
Dental Personnel in the office which is- 
sued your authorization will gladly fur- 
nish any additional assistance you may 
require. 


VETERANS ELIGIBLE FOR FEE BASIS CARE 


As provided by basic law and regula- 
tions, a veteran to be eligible for Fee 
Basis dental care under the Veterans 
Administration’s program must have 
been discharged under conditions other 


than dishonorable, have served for a 
minimum of ninety days unless dis- 
charged sooner for reasons of disability 
incurred in service, and must, in addition, 
fall within one of the following three 
categories: 

1. Have a dental condition clearly 
traceable to his service in the Armed 
Forces. 

2. Have a dental condition that is 
adjunct to a service connected medical 
disability. 

3. Be pursuing a course of training, 
either institutional or on-the-job, under 
Public Law 16, 78th Congress, and where 
the lack of needed dental care would 
clearly hinder or hamper the veteran in 
the continuance or completion of his 
course. 

NOTE: Basic laws and _ regulations 
under which the Veterans Administra- 
tion functions provide only for the treat- 
ment on a fee basis of dental conditions 
adjudicated as incurred in or aggravated 
by service in the Armed Forces. Accord- 
ingly, any dental condition held by the 
Veterans Administration to be non-serv- 
ice connected may not be corrected at 
the expense of the Veterans Administra- 
tion. It is desired to emphasize that basic 
laws and regulations do not extend dental 
treatment to dependents of veterans.
